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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment after final filed on 10/6/04 in which claims 1- 
29 are pending. Applicant's request for reconsideration has been fully considered 
but it is not persuasive enough. As regard to the detailed comments section 
describing claims "1-XXX" and the status of claim 23, Examiner apologizes for 
the typo error. It should have been claims "1-29" are rejected and claim 23 
should have been rejected under the same rational as per claims 1 , 10, 15 and 
23. In addition applicant arguments that the Jasper reference operate in an 
environment prior to demodulation is not persuasive enough. Jasper reference 
clearly teaches that such method can also operate in a base-band or 
demodulation environment (see col.1, lines 36-40 and col.2, lines 10-13). One 
skilled in the art would know that operating on signal prior or after the 
demodulation of such signal would be a matter of design. Therefore applicant 
arguments are moot and the final rejection stand as stated in the office action 
dated 7/30/04.
